Permits to Avoid Dangerous Duties 
for Which Other Soldiers Had to Be 
Detailed.

Washington.—Washington

versial matter which concerns itself 
with charges that many American sol- 
diers during the war were given pun- 
ishment altogether too severe for small 
offonses. The country is familiar with 
the give-and-take In this subject be- 
tween Judge Advocate Geneial Crow- 
der, who also was the provost marshal 
general In the army, and Colonel An 
sell, who was acting judge advocate 
general while Genera! Crowder was 
conducting the llraft. 


A. subcommittee of the senate com- 


mittee on military affairs Is comidpr- 
ing Senator Chamberlain's bill propos- 
ing a general revision of tne system of 
military Justice 
Some cf the most 


humanly interesting testimony ever 
given before a. committee of congress 
baa been heard in thfi committee, 
room. It shoDld, of course, be under- 
stood that neither General Crowuer 
nor Colonel Ansell, parties to the orig- 
inal con'roversy, had anything to do 
with the specific courts-martial which 
tried and sentenced soldiers for of- 
fenses during the war, but General 
Crowder in a general way has stood 
for the array ssstem, while Colonel An. 
sell has been opposed to It 


Heretofore in much that has been 


written from Washington about this 
subject of army punishments there 
has been emphasis laid on the cases In 
which there seemingly was a miscar- 
riage of justice. Stress has been put 
on punishments which seemed to be 
out of keeping \vlth the crimes for 
which they were Inflicted. So far ns 
the defense of the system Is concerned, 
it has been urged that most of it came 
from regular army officers who were 
accustomed to old-time methods 
It 


also was said that when what might 
be called civilian officers of the army 
were heard from the revere would be 
found to be true 
One of the latest 


witnesses before the senate «mbcom- 
mttte was John F O'Ryan, commander 
of the New York National Guard, 
which, of course, is recognized as a 
part of the civilian soldiery of the 
country. 


A. W. O. L. and lt» Punishment 
leaving entirely ont of the contro 


T»rsy at tbc present time the ch arses 
that men were too heavily punished 
for certain offenses, the subject of 
punishments &r being absent without 
leave properly can bo taken sp From 
all over the country there have come 
to Washington protests 'against itnd- 
ing men to the guardhouse for four or 
five months 
simply 
because they 


stayed away from their duty for a day 
or two while on service In France. In 
one wa>, this matter has been dis- 
cussed before, ween it *ras set forth 
that the protestors against the punish- 
ments probably did not know th.at U>e 
absence of some of the "leavetakcrs" 
might mean the needless sacrifice of 
the lives of some of their fcUow sol- 
diers.

O'Ryan,

Guardsman, told the senate subcom- 
mittee that "the greatest demoralizing 
agency in any army was the man who 
shirked battle by being absent without 
leave without Intention of deserting." 


General O'Ryan said tlmt many of

Shirkers or Cowards. 


Army men in Washington, with the 


good of the service at heart, are still 
concerned over this matter of criticism 
of heavy punishments inflicted on men 
who 
absented 
themselves without 


leave from their organizations while 
at the front in France. It is asserted 
by officers, whether they are from civil 
life or of the regular establishment, 
that the men who absented themselves 
on the eve of battle, or when It might 
be expected (hey were to be ordered 
to the from, were nothing less than 
shirkers of high duty and, in some 
cases, cowards. It must be unde> 
stood that the penalty for desertion In 
time of war iSidentli and that, there- 
fore, few men would desert but would 
take advantage of the limitation uf 
time which was fixed for desertion and 
retura to their organizations in season 
to be tried sloiply for absence without 
leave. 


At the risk of criticism for repeti- 


tion, It may be said that in many cases 
men who were absent without leave— 
A. W. O I/, as It is called ID the army 
—"Jumped their du%" at a time when 
their organizations were just about to 
engage In aggressive operations 


If any of these men had been de- 


tailed for front trench work it was, of 
course, necessary to ail their places 
with other men who otherwise would 
not lave been detailed. Men constant- 
ly were sent to certain front line 
trench duties and it more than occa- 
isonally happened That, because cer- 
tain soldiers were absent without leave 
other men hud to do the dangerous 
duty twice, and of course Ja same 
cases these men who engaged in the 
double duty sacrificed their lives be- 
cause of the absence of shirkers.
